At the 
provement in his play, and in din hard hitti 
wicket Carpenter shows latent powers of defence, an Ht 4 h ng 
affords plenty of work for his antagonists in the field. He is teh 
occasionally tog venturesome, and his want of caution, oF hike to 
give a superb drive, has on more than one occasion brought him to 
grief, But this is a foible which will cure itself, and even now we 
detoct less of this hap-hazard play, than formerly. Tn the pore Car- 
penter invariably takes point. and in this position we believe there is 
no man that can take his place so effectively. Fearless, scornful of 
the ball, carcless of danger, and ready to take any chance that may 
offer itself, he keeps the batsman in continual apprehension of his 
wicket, His powerful hand grasps at the ball like a vice—his * pick- 
up” is clean and his return quick. In running the turf he exerts every 
nerve and sinew, and strikes the beholder as the most perfect. point 
that ever entered the cricket-field. The United All-England Eleven 
may well regard Carpenter as their strongest player. He sometimes 
takes the ball, and bowls his “slows” with success. He also acts the 
«part of a-vory good general, He formed one of Parr’s ‘representative 
men” for Australia, and contributed his quota to the successful result 
of the campaign, In the season of 1862, as a batsman, he steod at the 
top of the tree, scoring 1,198 runs in 388 innings, bringing out his bat 
on eight occasions with an average of 81.20 being followed by Mr, 
(iraco with 31.10, but of course as the latter only played 19 innings 
the averago was greatly in favour of Carpenter. In 1863 he rather de- 
clined in his play, making’ 1,064 rans in 56 innings, carrying out his 
bat for five times for an average of 19.10, being one behind Hayward. 
But we think from present appearances he will have a very good 
account to give of the performance of 1864. ; 
WaLLaAcr RAMAGE,—It is an old but a true saying, that the world 
knows little of its greatest men. Warriors who have deluged the 
earth with blood, kings who have paved their way to thrones on the 
liberties of mankind—statesman who have lived in splendour and 
opulence, while the mass of their countrymen have been consigned to 
soverty and misery—all. have found a place in history ; but he who 
invented the plough, and the man who saves a human hfe at the risk 
of his own, they must be contented with the merit of the actalone, and 
if their names find an occasional mention in a hdd Bed it is some- 
thing more of publicity then is usually awarded. But it has always 
been our province to bring forward the names of those who have been 
“instrumental in doing good, and if the subject of our notice is not the 
greatest, of his order, he, at least, is entitled to a distinguished place in 
our columns as one whose experience in the necessary and accomplished 
art of swimming has been the means of saving many a fellow creaturo’s 
life, Wallace Ramage, the subject of the following memoir, was born 
in London, in the year 1824, Atan early ago he commenced swimming 
in the Burrey Canal and the Lambeth Baths, taking part in the 
various races. Some misunderstanding having arisen, with respect to 
two prizes, in tho year 1840, he declined from that time ever to enter 
again for a Brie but commenced teaching the art to numerous friends, 
and also exhibiting his powers in the water at various entertainments, 
given by the Inte Captain Stevens, Kenworthy, Pewters, and others, at 
the National Baths, Westminster-road, Holborn Baths, Serpentine, &c. 
He has introduced several new ‘styles of swimming, diving, &c, by 
these méans becoming well known uss secientific’swimmrer at the 
different bathing places in the metropolis. We commenced teaching 
the art at the Westminster Baths, Great Smith-street, Westminster, at 
which. establishment he continued until the year 1855, when_ the 
swimming world had a new arena opened to thst in the splendidly 
constructed bath known as the St. George's Bath, Lower Belgrave- 
place, Pimlico, at which placo he was appointed swiniming master, and 
also at the St. George's Baths, Davies-street, Berkeley-square, W., 
having as pupils many of the nobility, gentry, rowing and swimming 


clubs of. the metropolis, During the last six years he 
has had the management of — various entertainments given 
in London and has also opened a new — swimming bath 


for the commissioners at Marylebone; thus securing for himself a 
vast number of friends and supporters, his entertainments being noted 
for the regularity with which the races and times are kept, and also 
the varieties of floating, diving, &c., which are exhibited at these 
gatherings of the art, Ie bas been very successful in teaching various 
members of the royal navy and merchant service, who have thus been 
enabled to save their lives upon various occasions at sea. As a 
swimmer, Mr. Ramage has been one of the best in his day, and even 
now possesses strength and power of endurance, and is also a good 
plunger. His gentlemanly behaviour and courteous manners have 
guined him much-esteem among his brethren and amateurs, and the 
entertainments which*take place under his management, are generally 
well attended, and with the exception of his recent benefit which led to 
much dispute, his arrangements have always given satisfaction.

How often are excuses made for cruelty 
practised towards this truly noble animal, by statements that he is a 
i‘ wicked or vicious” horse? It is a vile falschood in almost every 
case. Letthe system propounded be fairly tried; it shall be truthfully 
mado manifest to the master of this dumb and faithful servant that his 
character is maligned; that cruelty and bad treatment have alone 
brought forth his wickedness and viciousness, the latter being 
engendered by that want of proper training to perform the duties im- 
posed upon him; let the horse be made to understand what is required 
of him, andif he errs, as they often will, from excess of good will anda 
little awkwardness, instead of encouragement with a few kind words 
and caresses, they get the whip—the only remedy known to their im- 
pulsive drivers. Itis not the ad temper of the horse, it 1s the bad 
temper of the man employed in his management that is to blame; 
once let it be well understood that the horse is in the right, and no 
master, even with only regard to his property, will allow the cruelty 
that is practised.

And how are these proper offects to bo obtained, but by 
proper treatment in the first instance of the creature’s subjection to 
man? A vicious horse, which is a vile misnomer, has ever been made 
so by unkindness and bad management. Ho is distinguished by the 
expression of his eyes which, instead of being fixed upon objects before 
him, are constantly ened backwards; he is a so-called vicious ani- 
mal by cruelties he has sutfe A) ) u 
gest his system based upon kindness, and the vicious horse isa fing 
of the past. ‘I'ake one instance 1n the Arab, the most perfect an 
docile horse in the world; a blow to him is unknown, and this truly 
noble creature, obedient to the least sign or motion of its owner. goes 
on his journey, carries his master with an instinct, if it be not intelli- 
gence, in service or in danger, and will drop dead in his endeavour to 
prove himself worthy of the confidence reposed in him, From the far- 
otf desert of Arabia the “Cornish Whisperer” has had handed down 
to him the secret, valuable in the extreme, to England more especially, 
to carry out this interesting question. 

Viotous, Wickep, or Jinsina Horses,—And now we come to’ the 
practical part of the question, and for which purpose this address is 
more particularly laid before those interested in such matters. To all 
those horses to whom the term “wicked” is applied, good reasons 
could be shown, if they could be proved, that the animal is in no way 
answerable for the character given tohim. Tho writer only asks for 
a common sense view of his practice. The horse is not an iron machine, 
or @ brute that can only be made to perform what is required of him 
by blows and violence ; however cavillers may laugh at the idea, he is 
an animal endowed with superior fecling, capable 2h appreciating—and 
what is more, of understanding, the kindneess show to him, the latter 
the only true principle which will make him perform his duty properly 
_-if such a remark as duty can be applied to the horse. Boldly, and 
without fear of contradiction, does the writer assert that it is even 
against nature for there to be “ wicked” or ‘jibbing” horses, if it isa 
wicked one it has been made 80 ; if it is a jibber it ‘4 becatiea it has been 
hurassed and terrified, and has never been Jearnt properly to under- 
stand what was required of it, arising no doubt from the foolish and 
improper way it has been * broken.” A man who cannot restrain his 

asaion, however otherwise fitted, has no business to touch a colt. 

fany times in our experience, have wo seen poor creatures (so called 
(jihbers), go frightened at the very sight of the trap and harness, that 

t was pitiful to behold them, and heartrendering to seo the cruelty 
practised ; but even in the worst of such cases, it would be an easy 
work of a short time with the writer to make them good, useful, and 
teuly safe horses, which ho will be ready to prove.

Hot Horsus, Suyxuss, Stantina, &c.—Tho hot horse, as he is 
termed, is easily known. -A peculiar expression of the eye, indicative 
of the disposition, exists in most animals that are hot and violent; a 
knowlodge of which cannot be communicated by description, but is 
easily acquired by experience. This fault arisog from improper treat- 
ment, and is brought about by & wrong system of the freaking or 
driving, a fact fully proved by the symptoms displayed ; hot horses are 
objectionable, because they are unpleasant to ride, more especially in 
company with others, and generally fatigue themselves by their con- 
stant and excessive irritability. They very often refuse their food after 
work, and when in the stable, become restless at the least noise, par- 
ticularly after hunting, for the sound of a horn, the crack of « whip, or 
even the barking of a dog throws them into a state of great agitation. 
By the writer's system a hot horse can be cured, and by means as 
simple as they are certain. 

Suynesa.—What is the reason, we would respectfully ask, that 
many horses are shy, and cringe when you approach them? Why 
do they dislike being handled, particularly about their heads? In 
99 casos out of the hundred this shyness results from their having been 
wrongly and harshly treated, than from any natural timidity, The same

—It iy well known that many horses are subject to start, 
and jump out of the road at tho sight of any new object; this fault 
is rendered much worse by bad ignorant riders and drivers, whose only 
remody would appear to be to whip and spur the animal when he takes 
fright.

—There is not a horse breathing, if physically able, which cannot bo 
brought to go perfectly safe to ride or drive, and that without cruelty 
and torture of any kind. The writer distinctly states that he has the 
secret, which, with the assistance of three neceasary adjuncts—namely, 
kindness, firmness, and nerve, has carried him triumphantl through in 
all his attompts, when violent moans have, as they ever will, failed. How- 
ever many may have failed, in “taming, breaking, or training,” no 
matter how wicked, vicious, jibbers, or starters they may be, tho writer 
will undertake that any horse with these supposed vices shall be broken 
to go in saddle or harness, aud bo rendered docile to rido or drive. 
Proof, unanswerable proof, shall be given to any who wish to test the 
truth of the above assertion. And now let us consider the advantages 
to be obtained.

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GYMNASTIC FETE AT THE CRYSTAL PALACE, 


Monpay was a grand day at the Crystal Palace in reference to the 
programme of attractions and amusements, but the numbers who 
attended fell far short of what was anticipated. The bright sunny 
morning lod the Foresters’ Committes, and also the directors of the 
Crystal Palace Company and those of the Brighton and South Coast 
Railway, to believe that the day would turn out, owing to the great 
combined fete, to be, as far as uumbers were concerned, the crowning 
day of the season. Speculation was great in the morning, many want- 
ing to risk largo sums that the visitors would reach to 80,000, whilst 
others were willing to bet that the number would amount to 100,000. 
Some allowance may be made for these extravagant ideas when it is 
stated that the Foresters Fete at the time of the International Exhibi- 
tion was patronisod by over 84,000. On Monday in addition to tho 
attractions of Bold Robin and ils companions in Lincoln green and 
members in rich regalia, there were the French Feto, with their 
splendid band, the London Gymnastic Society's Fete, also excursions 
from Calais and Boulogne, and an ascent by Mr, Coxwell in his mam- 
moth balloon. All these combined attractions failed to draw the 
immense multitude speculated upon, and the tofal number of admissions 
for the day amounted to only 18,157, Everything, however, passed off 
satisfactorily. In the early part of the day the orchestral band of the 
company gave a performance, besides which there was the musique des 
Sapeurs Pompiers do la villo de St, Pierre, a very efficient band. The 
pee al out-door entertainment was that connected with the annual 

ete of the London Gymnastic Society. It is now some years since the 
German Gymnastic Society (mown by their own namo as the 
“'Purners”) was established in London, ’ This body rapidly increased, 
and soon numbered many English among its members ; hence, about 
two years since, it was proposed that these latter should form a socict 

of their own,and the Amateur Gymnastic Society was metab: 
which held a fete last year at the Crystal Palace, It hassin-e changed 
its name, and on Monday the second annual fete was held at the Crystal 
Palace, being the first of the London Gymnastic Society, which now 
numbers about 250 mombers, Many came from a considerable distance 
to compete for the prizes, Liverpool, Manchester, and other provincial 
cities and towns were represented; and this fact is worthy of note, as 
showing what pLogress has of late years been made in physical education. 

A number of prizes and certificates were compoted for, most of which 
were open to all comers, one only being confined to members of the 
society. Tho first prize was a Challenge Cup, the competition for 
which included running a quarter of a mile, high jumping, long 
jumping, and climbing the rope. This was won by Ma Henry Brooke, 
of London, who gained 69 marks, The cup will have to be won two 
years in succession, to entitle the holder to retain i; as his own pro- 
perty. Should the winner in the above competition not desire to com- 
pete the second year, he will be presented with a silver medal. The 
cup will have to be placed in the hands of the London Gymnastic 
Society, oy the winner one month previous to the next year's compe- 
tition. he second prize, a silver medal, was taken by Mr. Henry 
Ahrens, of Bremen, who made 67 marks. ‘The third prize, another 
silver medal, was awarded to Mr, ©. M. Cooper, who iad 65 marks. 
Mr. ‘I’. R. Richards, of London, took the fourth prize, a silver medal, 
open only to members of the London Gymnastic Society, he having 56 
marks. “The certificates of merit differed from the prizes—in being 
awarded, not for eee proficiency in the exercises, but each for excel- 
lence in one specia branch of gymnastics, Mr. Robert Rogers, of London, 
Se the fastest runner, accomplishing a quarter of a mile in 55sce.
